If it seems that we favor 


the simple direct bidding of 
1931 Culbertson, don't really 
believe us. The early Culbert- 
son system had lots to com- 
mend it, but there has been 
continual improvement in bid- 
ding over the years and even 
a beginner would be lost with-

What we do believe is that 


you don't need to bid every 
hand as if you were trying for 
a Nobel prize in mathematics.
